AS “VICIOUS CROOKS”

Famous Sleuth Arraigns
Certain Clags as “Black-
mailers,” “Thieves,”
“Lowest Minded Men of
Street” and “Inhuman
Fiends.”

“Private detestives, nn clame,” snld
William J, Burne, “are the moat vicloun
pack of bDinckmaflling crooks that sver
Wanl unwhipped by Justice” Ha lowsred
the finger of Indictment and struel nharp-
I¥ tipon the table near him,

"But you are yvourself a private detec-
tee” his  visltor objected. “You nare
president of the Willlam 1. Burns Inter-
national Detective Agenhey, are you not?
And you follow your occupation fn most
of the lnrge oltien tn this country., You
have figured us & private detective In the
MeNamara dynamiting cass, the Allane
tlo City and San Frantlsco grafting cnses,
And it Is as a private detective that you

are employed by tha Amerlean Dankers'
Asmociation to protect them againmt for-
feors and triekery—all that la true, s it
not

Burns nodded verificallon of each atates
maont.

“In faet, Mr, Burte, you are probably
the heat knhown privata deteotlve In the
United Btates, Yet you say, and you ap«
pear o mean [t, that private detectives,
connldared ns a cluss, are as viclous a
pack of blackmallers an ever eacaped a
prison cell. You don't meem to b¢ en.
tirely—"

Mr, Burna lifted a detaining hand,

“Everything that I sald about privote
detectiven holds good,” he began, “and It
In only half strong enough: but I am
speaking of detectives who put themsslves
beyond the pals by thelr cholce of work.

"LOWEST MINDED OF MEN"

“Detectives,” Mr. Burns went on, ‘be-
long In two clisses, But those who mre
found In the first must have sacrificed
avery decent human prineipls until they
have becomae the lowest minded men upon
the straets,

“Thers are private detectives who will
hindle cases Involving  domestic  rela-
tlony and thers are those who will not
It is the first, T may, that are thleves,
erooks, blackmallers—inhuman flenda
that every man should shun.'

Indignation eolored the spealker's round
face, It Is Mr. Burng' trick to turn rest-
fesaly about {n hia chalr. The more In-
terested he grows the wider he wnavea
his hand. The “crooked private detective”
theme drove him to restless energy.

“1'1l tell ¥ou,” he sald, "something you
may not know. Blackmall Is the moat
pravalent crime in the Unlted States. It
Is everswhers: no ¢ty s free from b
No wonder,"” he added, *“for blackmalling
{a esslar to got awny with than any other
ernolked scheme of which I've ever heard,
Moat victims are afrald to prompequte.
